AUGUSTA, Ga., Dec. 18 -F ive 
persons were burned to death at 
the Gracewood home for mental

18—Jubilant 
British naval circles hailed the 
scuttling of the German pocket 
battleship Graf Spee today as a de­ 
monstration that the feared Nazi 
raiders are a “monumental fail­ 
ure.” 
They pointed out that one-thircl 
of the German raiding fleet has 
now been put out of action, since 
the only other German pocket bat­ 
tleships are the Deutschland and 
the Admiral Scheer. 
A high naval official comment­ 
ed: 
“This first test of the efficacy 
of the pocket battleship shows it 
to be a monumental failure.” 
Nevertheless the fact that the 
Graf Spee was scuttled off Mon­ 
tevideo. Uruguay, puzzled London 
authorities, who held the Germans 
would have been more astute had 
they permitted Uruguay to intern 
the vessel until the end of the war. 
In that event, they said, if Ger­ 
many should win the conflict, she 
would still possess a first-class 
battleship.

DAY TO OBTAIN 
LOANS ON WHEAT 


Farm ers who wish to apply for 
a government loan on their 1939 
wheat have until December 31 to 
complete their applications. John 
G. Boogs, chairman of the Pick­ 
away 
County AAA 
committee, 
says that no extension will be 
made in the time for making such 
loans. 
Indirect 
loans made 
through 
lending agencies must be dated 
prior to January I, 1940, and loan 
papers tendered directly to Com­ 
modity Credit Corporation must be 
delivered in person or, if mailed, 
postmarked prior to January I, 
1940. 
The chairman also announced 
that April 30, 1940 has been set 
as the maturity date for ware- I 
house loans. It was previously an- \ 
nounced that these loans would j 
mature seven months from date, or 
April 30, 1940, whichever is ear­ 
lier. The first loans would begin 
to mature around Febraury 
I. 
1940. This extension will give pro­ 
ducers an additional period with­ 
in which wheat loans may be re­ 
paid. 
Loans on farm-stored wheat will 
mature Arpil 30, 1940. 
Farm ers who have kept within 
their wheat acreage allotments un­ 
der the 1939 Agricultural Conser­ 
ve lion Program may borrow on eli­ 
gible wheat produced in 1939. The 
rates approximate 75 to SO per­ 
cent of the avearge price received 
by farm ers for their wheat during 
the past IO years. 
Interest on the loans is 3 per­ 
cent, a reduction from 4 percent 
becoming effective November I. 
Two hundred and eighty-three 
wheat growers in Pickaway Coun­ 
ty have already taken out 
1939 
loans. 
They have stored 
123,227 
bushels of wheat as collateral.

There was, for instance, the quiet, 
unassuming but highly efficient 
Red Rolfe, the Yankee third base­

The 240-acre farm, the only one 
of its kind in the state, kept its 
heas working overtime during the 
breeding season last spring and

quail to keep hunters 
happy during future shooting sea­ 
sons. 
The quail are housed in rows of 
small wooden 
pens 
in an open 
field behind the farm house. Their 
care is directed by Joseph T. Car­ 
roll, superintendent of the farm.

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lays normally 55 eggs.

bate on the relief issue. It followed 
shortly after the Ohio chief exe­ 
cutive had made a New 
York 
speech which was broadcast na 
tionally, in which he once again 
charged the federal administration 
was to blame for relief conditions 
in his st [rte. 
At the same time, local politi­ 
cal circles buzzed over entry into 
the fray of former Gov. Martin L. 
Davey and Auditor of State Joseph 
T. Ferguson, both Demorcats. The 
two challenged Bricker’s claim in 
his New York address that his 
administration had saved the state 
of Ohio $10,000,000 in 1939. 
Another On Radio 
Meanwhile, 
Bricker 
prepared 
another speech on relief which was 
to be broadcast over a state-wide 
hookup from radio station WLW, 
Cincinnati, tomorrow at 7:15 p. rn. 
From safe vantage points, neu 
tral political warriors 
speculated 
on the possible reason and the ul­ 
timate 
outcome of the 
Bricker- 
Nevv Deal battles. All agreed, howr- 
ever, on the fact that the circum­ 
stances had catapulted Bricker into 
the national political picture with 
such force there was little doubt 
now about his being the outstand­ 
ing “dark-horse” candidate for the 
G. O. P. presidential nomination 
next year. 
During his New York visit, the 
Ohioan denied interest in the presi­ 
dential campaign as a possible can­ 
didate, reiterating that he wanted 
to be elected to a second term as 
governor on the economy platform 
that drew New Deal fire. 
Addressing tile Ohio Society in 
New York Saturday night, Brick­ 
er refrained from mentioning his 
critics by name. He branded New 
Deal 
spenders “political 
hitch­ 
hikers,’’ and contended that “the 
political pork barrel never can be­ 
come the wheel of American pro­ 
gress,” as he pointed out his own 
economies. His only direct refer­ 
ence to his opponents was when he 
said: 
“It affords me the high privi­ 
lege of assuring you all that Ohio 
is still there. We have not been 
taken over by the White House or 
the Department of Interior.” 
Bricker explained that Ohio had 
increased appropriations for wel 
fare and public assistance, eduea 
tlon and old age pensions with­ 
out increasing taxes: paid $8,000, 
OOO on an inherited $40,000,000 
debt and still had been able to save 
$10,000,000 on payroll and mainte 
nance. 
Ohio Doing Part 
“I do not seek the approbation 
of those office holders who revel 
in their accomplishments as finan­ 
cial hitch-hikers,” Bricker told the 
Ohio group. Then he continued: 
“In Ohio we are doing our part. 
For seven years promises, experi­ 
ments, pump priming and political 
manipulation have failed to bring 
satsfaction to the hopes of the 
people of the United States. Nor 
can our social or economic pro­ 
blems be solved by name-calling, 
crack-down or purge. Their solu­ 
tion requires integrity, intelligence 
and tolerance.” 
Davey immediately took issue 
with his successor over his econ­

milk, eggs or wheat, and the cook 
who has to prepare food for a pa­ 
tient of this kind is at a great loss 
for substitutes. 
Most of these cases occur in in­ 
fancy and in the course of time, in 
my opinion, nearly all of us acquire 
an immunity, even if we are not 
immune at the beginning. 
In infants with eczema, however, 
the problem of a milk-free and egg- 
free diet is very troublesome. How­ 
ever, milk can be imitated and the 
chemical constituents of milk in 
proper proportions made in artifi­ 
cial mixtures. Such a one is made 
out of soybean flour. 
Sometimes simply boiling the 
milk will give relief. The substitu­ 
tion of goat’s milk has been success­ 
fully used. The use of evaporated 
milk sometimes worjfs. 
Anumberof substitutes for wheat 
foods have been made. For instance: 
Cinnamon Toast 
Four tablespoons sugar 
Two teaspoons cinnamon 
Four rye-type wafers 
Mix sugar and cinnamon together. 
Brush rye-type wafers with vege­ 
table oil or shortening and bake in a 


moderate oven (350° F.) until light 
brown. Sprinkle on sugar mixture 
while warm. 
Rye Rice Bread. 
One and one-third cups rye flour 
Two-thirds cup rice flour 
One-half teaspoon salt 
Six teaspoons sugar 
IO teaspoons baking powder 
One and one-third cups water 
Two teaspoons olive oil 
Sift dry ingredients together. Add 
water and oil, beating thoroughly. 
Pour into loaf pan greased with 
olive oil and bake in a moderate 
oven (350° F.) 4C minutes. Makes 
one loaf. 
The person who is egg sensitive 
gets along pretty well because he 
can cat any breads which do not 
have eggs used in them. For fats he 
can use butter, meat, poultry or 
vegetable fats, olive oil and oleo­ 
margarine. He can have all kinds 
of fruits, meats, nuts, poultry and 
game, sugars and vegetables. The 
cook must prepare pastries with no 
egg. The cinnamon toast and rye 
rice bread, for which recipes are 
given above, come into this field. 
Desserts present a great problem 
for these people but with some in­ 
genuity desserts without either 
wheat, egg or milk can be concocted. 
An example is: 
Candied Apple Betty 
Two large, tart apples 
Three-fourths cup brown sugar 
One-half cup rye-type crumbs 
One-fourth cup vegetable 
shortening
